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TALKS TO REICHSTAG 
OF NATION’S WANTS 


EM PEROR W ILLIAM T E L L S OF 
THE NEEDS. 


TO REPELCATTLE FEVER. 
(THORN IS GUILTY 


Larger Navy Is N ecessary-S p eech 
From the Throne Says the Nation 
Has Not Kept In Position to Main­ 
tain Her Prestige—Outlook 
For 
Europe Is Peaceful. 


Berlin, Dec. I.—The last session of 
the present reich stag was opened in 
the White ha* of the royal castle at 
noon Tuesday. 
Emperor William opened the session 
in person for the first time since 1894. 
His majesty read the speech from the 
throne. 
The navy occupied the prin­ 
cipal place in the speech. 
The pas­ 
sage on this subject was as follows: 
“The development of the German na­ 
vy does not correspond 
with 
Ger­ 
m any’s mission at sea. and 
in 
the 
event 
of 
warlike 
complications 
it 
would not suffice to assure the secur­ 
ity of the home 
ports 
and 
coasts 
against a blockade or more extensive 
operations upon the part of the ene­ 
my. Neither has it kept pace with the 
rapid growth of German transoceanic 
interests. 
While German tra d e rs par­ 
ticipating Increasingly in the world’s 
exchange of merchandise, the number 
of our war vessels does not suffice to 
afford our 
countrymen 
abroad 
the 
measure of 
protection corresponding 
with Germany’s position, nor the sup­ 
port which can only be secured by a 
display of power. 
“Although it is not our object to vie 
with the maritime powers of the first, 
rank. Germany must, nevertheless, be 
placed in a position to maintain, by 
means of 
preparedness 
at sea, her 
prestige among the 
people of 
the 
globe.” 
The emperor’s speech touched upon 
the finances of the country, on which 
subject he remarked: 
“The general condition of the fin­ 
ances is satisfactory, and a consider­ 
able portion of the surplus will be em­ 
ployed, as last year, in reducing the 
imperial debt. 
An economic commit­ 
tee, consisting of representatives of 
industry, agriculture and 
trade, has 
been appointed, by means of whose ex­ 
pert advice it is intended to define the 
conditions and scope of the extensive 
ramifications of home productions, in 
order to obtain a 
firm basis 
upon 
which to shape future customs tariffs 
and commercia! relations with foreign 
countries.” 
Referring to the naval demonstra­ 
tion in Kiaochou Bay, China, Emper­ 
or William said: 
“The murder of the missionaries in 
China and the attacks upon mission 
stations which have been placed under 
my imperial protection, and their wel­ 
fare, which I have at heart, have com­ 
pelled me to cause my squadron 
in 
eastern Asia to proceed to Kiaochou 
Bay, the point nearest to the scene of 
the outrage, and land troops in order 
to obtain full reparation and security 
against a recurrence 
of * similar la­ 
mentable events.” 
Touching the general political situa­ 
tion, his majesty said: 
“Our political 
relations with foreign states are in 
every way gratifying, and 
valuable 
guaranties of the maintenance of these 
relations have again been afforded me 
by my meetings with the allied and 
friendly monarchs, as well as by the 
brilliant and cordial receptions accord­ 
ed me in my visits to Peterhof and 
Budapest.” 
Tile speech concludes: “ All indica­ 
tions justify the expectation that, with 
God’s help, we may in the future, aa 
!in the past, look forward to the peace­ 
ful development of Europe and the 
German fatherland.” 
The comments 
of 
the newspapers 
are without special interest, but indi­ 
cate that the reichstag will vote the 
extraordinary naval estimates for the 
present year and resist the demand 
to stipulate what shall be the strength 
of the navy for the next seven years. 
The National Zeitung says the rumor 
that German marines have been mur­ 
dered in China is without foundation.

apply for reinstatement. 
das* Slakes a Statement. 
The class has issued the following 
Statement of its case: 
' In view of the reports and rumors 
which have spread abroad, the K’etb- 
man class think it is bat just in the 
public and to them elves that their po­ 
sition be known. 
To this end they 
desire to maka the following state­ 
ment: 
“ Early in the term the dean cf the 
faculty communicated to the class the 
following new ruling: 
" ‘That any class intending to hold 
a banquet or party must give one 
week’s notice to the faculty, stating 
the time and place where it was to be 
held,’ and another new ruling that 
chaperones m utt be provided for the 
occasion. 
The sentiment of the class, 
and in fact of all the classes, was that 
of disapproval of the new measures. 
To prove that these new measures did 
not protect the class, we have but to 
cite the affair at the Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee Sc St. Paul depot, when me fresl - 
men pretended they were going to 
Rockford to hold their banquet. With 
a full knowledge of the faculty’s hos­ 
tility to any 6uch affairs, the upper 
classmen did not hesitate to attack the 
freshmen.
